It is u well understood miixiin 
of English law that a inun is iniioci'iit 
until proved goilty, nnd wo nre not awiiru 
that that has been established in respect 
to the Indian John. We must not ho 
mlsnnderstood in relation to our estim.ite 
of tlie priTilegeB that belong to the press 
ai. 'the mouthpiee of the people and the 
medlom of public information, but in Unit 
position we must not forget that the mere 
ptiblication of certain opiDiohs may not 
be folfilling that duty to the public, be- 
cause it may be premature or caloolated 
io some other way to inflict pnblitJ injury. 
Freedom as the pririlege of the press no 
more signifies license than the freedom 
which is permfttod in polite circles of 
society ; if tbo privileges there allowed 
were exceeded, there woald be an end of 
all propriety and good breeding— a re- 
sult that would be most deplorable. How 
much more serious would bo the coiisc- 
queuces of an unbridled pres^^, particuliuly 
in a new country like this, and niorj espe- 
cially in the cuso of the Indian John where 
the jury are allowed to go wliither they 
please and converso with everyone with- 
out distinction , and whore they might be 
called upon to pronounce a vcrdiet upon 
the nnfortnuato Indian strongly biassed 
by ibo press and the persons thereby 
inlluenood, Wo havo alw;iyrf shown 
oarsolves conKistontiy proud of our 
jniBsion and keenly jeulouB of any in- 
terference in our rights with whieh 
are identified thoBO of the public; but, 
rather than seo public justice imperil- 
ed and thb very I'ighis of which wo 
•re enpposed to bo the champions joo- 
pardised, we would resign oar pen and 
support the appointoient of a public 
cenW.' Our readers are well acquaint". 
ed with the many dreadful conHo- 
qu^nces of a veoal press; modern li^ 
teratnre has abundantly furnished U8 
vilh examples ; we need not, therefore, 
flite any here. Oar objeol is simply to 
deprecate the discussion of a bubjeot 
that iOTolvoB the moEt sacred principlo 
of human justice— the administration 
of the law. The object ot the rebuke 
had done all he eoold to ezculputo 
himaeUi and, in our way of thinking,

evenino; ally tried to do for him. 
But this is not all ; if his retreat 
was not the most creditable, at any rate 
he pleased himaelt, and people were nut 
jeclined to take any further notice 
of his breach of good taste.

»hip has dragged the raauer before the 
pnblio in a manner that can not bo 
ignored. There is another phase of 
the case to which our public dniy com- 
pels us to allude; the very high puHi- 
tion in public esteem which iinglisb 
Judges havo always held iov their un- 
swerving jmliiio and uniiupeachablo 
honor has been an honobt source of 
prldo to every mati who boasted al- 
legiance to the old flag, and has bo- 
copie a kind ot settled oonviotiou with 
all.
